in England they are worried about the lack of public support at soccer matches. 
So worried in fact that they’ve spent £6000 on a National research report. 


And this is what the Football League have 


been told: 


“National interest in football is very high.” 


So at least the English 
Football League have 
Jearned that there’s a vast 
audience wailing to be 
lured back to the stadiums 
of old England, if those 
stadiums can be made a 
little Jess like old relics. 


The report puts the state 
of the league’s 91 grounds 
fourth among the causes 
that make fans forsake 
soccer, 

We in Melbourne could 
certainly do with bigger 
gates. But how can we get 
them? 

In England 
brighter football with bigger 
scores is the answer, 

1 know what you're going 
to say... “It’s not soccer. 
Its aerial ping pong.” 

I agree, but Ive heard 


many Australians say they: 


won't watch soccer because 
we have too few goals. 
They're used to big scores 
and that’s all they want. 

What, then, can we in 
Melbourne learn from 
this report. 

As soccer is now “here to 
stay,” according to a sport- 
ing journalist last week, we 
can be guided by the at- 


tendance decline in Britain., 


We.must never allow our 
grounds and stadiums to 
deteriorate, not that we have 
many at present, but as they 
are built Wwe must look 
ahead and plan for the 
future. 

We should take advan- 
tage of the weaknesses of 
the so-called national code, 
which have no g-ounds of. 
their own.

Why 
can't other clubs do this? 


It took Wilhelmina two 
years to complete their pro- 
ject, but surely it was worth 
it. 

Other items from which 
we can Jearn much in Mel- 
bourne are those on pub- 
licity and women sup- 
porters. . 

Here I quote .these for 
your benefit. They make 
interesting reading. 


OUT-OF-DATE 


> } 

“There is no doubt,” the 
report says, “that -out-of- 
date facilities such as poor 
seating and toilets help to 
drive many attenders away 
from football. Parking 
facilities are considered in- 
adequate. 

“Bad weather, too, may 
be an important factor in 
any one person's final deci- 
sion to give up watching 
football now that his pocket 
can stretch to more comfort- 
able alternatives.” . 


To the discomfiture of 
the clubs who -have been 
told this before — free — 
the report goes on: “Ob- 
viously the answer here is to 
improve as many of the 
amenities as possible.” 

Without this, even 

bizarre and exciting re- 
sults like those af the top 
of the page would not pull 
back the crowds. 

But the report puls three 
causes above the state of 
stadiums:— 

CAUSE }:

REMEDY: There is jittle 
the League ean do directly 
in this area, and the public 
has no suggestions. Per- 
haps _ increased _ parking 
facilities would enable more 
to use their cars, Other 
ways may be found to in- 
valve supporters actively in 
the clubs. 


CAUSE 2: Television in 
general helps to satisfy the 
need to be passively enter- 
tained, but is not a cause 
in isolation -~ just one of 
the attractions away from 
football. 

REMEDY: 


In general 


football competes with TV 
as a spectator activity. So 
it would be unwise to tele- 
vise matches at any time 
and football must be made 


persuade some people t 


. return as spectators. 


CAUSE 3: The match it- 
self suffers from unskilful 
teamwork, ‘slow, tame pla: 
and poor sportsmanshij 
(dirty play). These facet. 
drive people away. 

REMEDY: The public 
want skilful, fast displays 
of teamwork. They voted 
increased competition as the 
most likely way to achieve 
this. Standards of sports- 
manship also need brushing 
up if some groups (who 
are pained by foul play) are 
not to be lost to the game. 


STANDARDS 


Increased promotion and 
relegation won a majority 
vote as the best way to im- 
prove the standard of. play. 
A reasonable sprinkling of 
international matches would 


attract frequent attenders 
more often. 

PUBLICITY: “It would 
seem that better relations 


with the Press are needed 
by both the League and in- 
dividual clubs.” 

But the clubs are told 
that already no other sub- 
ject fills as many inches in 
the Press as football, but the 
fact that newspapers may 
dwell on complaints. -and 
transfers may increase dis- 
satisfaction felt by atten- 
ders" at a below-average 
match. - 

{In Melbourne, of course, 
the wrong code of football 
gets all the publicity as far 
as the soccer lover is con- 


cerned.} 

WOMEN: “Very few 
women attend _ football 
matches. More might res- 


pond to invitations by their 
menfolk. 

“Attempts might be made 
to encourage wives and girl 
friends to be a little more 
self-sacrificing by letting 
their menfolk go out to 
watch League matches.”

~ That. being so, then what 
is obstruction? Ths’ Jaw is 
clear enough, It detines the 
offence in these words: 

When not playing the ball. 
intentionally obstructing an 

Opponent, i.e, running be- 
tween the opponent and the 
interposing the 
body, thus forming an ob- 
stacle to an opponent. 

- It is, however, perfectiy 
legal for a player to use 
his body to shield the ball 
from an opponent, provided 
he: is in possession, . But 
once the player gets rid of 
the ball, any attempt to 
prevent an opponent from 
trying to play it is obstruec- 
dion, 


But to balance all this, 
when a player is obstruct- 


kick. You may think it 
will suit you 
charge your: obstructing op- 
Ponent from behind — and 
the laws specifically give 
you this right. But your 
charge must not be violent 
or dangerous. 

if the obstruction comes 
from the opposing goal- 
keeper, you are allowed to 
charge him, even when he 
is not holding the ball and 
not outside his goal area. 


ADVANTAGE RULE 


Referees should use the 
advantage rule in cases of 
this sort. Where if he thinks 
your team is likely to bene- 
fit more by your charging 
an obstructing player out of 
the way then it would from 
an_ indirect free kick, the 
official should not interupt 
the play. 

However, before you take 
the law into your own 
hands, make sure he is ob- 
structing you, and in par- 
ticular, that he ‘is not 
playing the ball, 2 

This is commonly con- 
sidered to mean within 
playing distance, although 
there is no authority in the 
laws for this definition. 

Why is the penalty ob- 
struction so much lighter 
than for offences like push- 
ing and holding? A player 
can be prevented from scor- 
ing a goal by “bodycheck- 
ing, just as surely as by 
pushing ,elbowing and shirt 
pulling, o 

For these infringements 
he will be punished by a 


> direct free kick or a penalty, 


Yet for bodychecking the

Why the difference? Why 
isn’t obstruction a major 
offence too? 

The answer to the ques- 
tions in the first place is 
that it only recently became 
an offence at all. The law 
against holding and push- 
ing dates from the. begin- 
ing of ‘soccer, 

Obstruction was perfectly 
legal until 10 years ago. 
Y was it made illegal 
.then? Simply because the 
British didn’t like iti! 
‘In“the old days “wher 
soccer was solely a British 
game, obstruction was not 
very ‘common, For defence, 
British players preferred the 
good old-fashioned robust 
tackle and shoulder charge, 

‘Defenders obstructed to 
Jet the ball run out of play, 
but from the beginning ‘op- 
ponents were allowed to 
charge-from-behind. This 
Seemed a perfectly good 
counter to  obstructionist 
tactics without any help 
from the referee, 


VARYING STYLES 


When soccer spread first 
to the Continent and then 
rapidly became world-wide, 
British ideas about hard 
tackling and charging didn’t 
make the same progress, 
Different countries adopted

On the Continent, ob- 
struction, in particular, by 
both teams and individuals 
was really developed to a 
science, 

So a guif appeared be- 
tween British and “foreign” 
soccer. The British went on 

| charging and the overseas 
teams continued gaily with 
their near perfect obstruct- 
ing tactics and neither 
certainly liked the other’s 
technique. Finally, in 

1952, the International 
Board tried to bridge the 
gulf by making obstruc- 
tion i}legal, ; 

In, other words this inter- 
national body, which has 
supreme control where laws 
of the game are concerned, 
ruled that over obstruction 
the foreigners should toe 
the British line, 

The decision was passed 
with a four-fifths majority, 
which is not so surprising as 
it sounds, for four-fifths of 
the International Board 
voting members happen to 
be British, . 

With. a four-fifths 
;majority required for any 
Jaw alteration, the British 
members have the power to 
make changes wherever they 
like, even if it is Opposed 
by the remainder of the 
soccer world, 

By making obstruction 
iNegal, the International 
Board did not really bridge 
the gulf. On the contrary, 
it tended to widen it, 

One result of the new rule 
in Britain was that defend- 
ers were for the first time 
penalised for trying to pro- 
tect their goalkeeper, a tra- 
ditional form of defence, It 
was one of the few forms 
that hardly ever existed 


abroad, where even now 
goalkeepers are rarely 
charged. 


Foreigners have always 
disliked the British custom 
of hammering the goalie 
when the opportunity arose, 
and in international matches 
prior to 1951 protected their 
custodians in traditional 
British style, Now this prac- 
tice had become illegal, 
while charging goalkeepers 
was still regarded as good, 
Clean ‘fun. 

This new legislation did 
not satisfy the Scots. They 
wanted obstruction a major 
offence, punishable by a 
direct free kick or penalty, 

Seotland repeated this 
demand in 1953 when the 

International Board met — 

with the Weish and Irish 

in full support. 

Trust the Celts to stick 
together! The two F.LF.A, 
members were, of course, 
opposed to the idea, and 
the votes of the English 
F.A, cast against the Scot- 
tish proposal were decisive, 
80 obstruction remained an 
indirect free. 

With typical northern 
stubbornness, the Scots have 
been urging the change ever 
since, The English continue 
to supoprt F.1.F.A, in resist- 
ing the Scottish demand. 


There’ seems to be two 
reasons for this. . 
ONLY HUMAN 
Firstly, in soccer, as in 
any other. sport, drastic 
punishment is liable to 


defeat its own ends. Al- 
though opinions may differ, 
referees are only buman, 
and it happens already that 
mild technical breaches are 
often punished less severely 
inside the penality area than 
outside, 

He has no right to do 
this, of course — it should 
be a penatly or nothing — 
but it happens continually 
all’ the same. 

Similarly, when the ball 
is too far inside the 
penalty area for this, the 
referee may award an in- 
direct free kick against the 
offenders for a minor 
offence, whereas if it had 
octurred outside the area 
the punishment would have 
been a direct free kick for 
a_major offence, 

Referees generally would 
not enjoy having to award 
a penalty for obstruction — 
an offence that was perfectly 
clean play until 1952, As a 
result, many cases would go 
unpunished and the Jaw in 
contempt,
